such a map it is hard for the uninitiated 
to Suffice it to say that, after 
| months of labor m the field and office, 
such a one is rapidly approaching comple- 
tion: Other maps in the possession. of the 
| sewer office, which have been thoroughly 
checked by the recent survevs, have served 


tem of sewérage. This system has been 


tema in use-ag, well in the cities of Europe 
as in this country. Before any work could 
be done, much labor and calculation were 
necessary to determine properly the bagin 
to be drained by each sewer; the most 
' favorable inclination possible for it to have; 
the proper size to give it. The sizes ot 
sewers vary according to the area to be 
drained and their inclination—a small 
sewer with a rapid descent carry- 
ing off as much water as a much larger one 
with a less fall. On the other hand, for 
the same inclination it is plain that to 
drain two acres would require a larger 
sewer than to drain one. Again, the 
nature of the surface of the sewer, whether 
it be smooth or rough, like as in brick or 
pipe sewers, and the amount of rain that 
may fallin a given time are all important 
elements in the determination of the size 
sewers. These are points which escape 
the superficial or uninstructed observers 
hence the frequent remarks heard and 
fears expressed concerning the capacities 
ot sewers at present under construction. 
It will be observed likewise that the shape 
of the sewers varies accerding to circum- 
stances. There is the egg-shaped, the 
oval, the circular and the box-shaped, of 
all of which, save one, we have examples 
in our city that have done good service. 
Of these different shapes the use can be 
most easily comprehended. The egg-shape 
is used in sewers of moderate dimensions 
where the inchnasion is slight and the 
amount of water at certain times limited— 
the contracted shape of the bottom con- 
centrating the water, the velocity of the 
current is increased, and, in consequence, 
the liability of deposit diminished or alto- 
gether avoided. The ova] sewer, possess. 
ing similar advantages of shape with the 
above, is also regarded as the most econom- 
ical for large receiving sewers, placed at 
considerable depth, where it is necessary 
to narrow the trench as much as possible. 

The circular shape is hkewise often used 
for large sewers, and, we understand, al- 
most exclusively for small ones, in the 
shape of pipes. Indeed, the use of pipes 
tor lateral or branch sewera has become 80 
general that the universally favorable ex- 
perience of several of our cities would be 
the best answer to many who appear to 
entertain some fears regarding the results 
ot our on trials. Thus we find, upon in- 
quiry, respecting the sizes of pipe that, at 
the same inclinasion an eighteen-inch pipe 
will carry off as much water as a two-toot 
sewer, and, regarding quantity, that in 
Brooklyn, out of 97 miles of sewers 84 
miles are laid with pipe, and in Chicago 
the ratio is, perhaps, still greater, and that, 
too, with the great disadvantage of ex- 
ceedingly small inclinasions. Indeed, up- 
on looking at our sewers, with respect to 
the area drained in connection with their 
sizé and inclinasion, we cannot but con- 
clude that our system will compare most 
favorable with that adopted by any city in 
the Union. 

The cost of executing the work in hand, 
or constructed thig year, wefind, will be 
about $71,000, for which we get the drain- 
age ofa parallelagram embraced by Chest- 
nut and the river and Floyd and Ninth 
streete—a long length of sewers, every 
foot of which will be of utility almost as 
soon as laid, and taking the surface drain- 
ageirom a most important section of the 
city. We may add, as a remark, that last 
year the amount spent under the same 
heading was $60,600 

The subject of sewerage is to-day occu- 
pying the attention of the authorities of 
all the principal cities of the West, and 
their expenditures made for the purpose of 
perfecting their drainage shows the im- 
portance that they attach to the subject. 
St. Louis has appropriated 6300, 000 for 
| this purpose. _ Cincinnati haa lately let 
Stontracts for $180, 000, and Indianapolis 
not less than $125,000, whilst the appro- 
| priation in this city does not exceed 675, 

000, and that with Very much to be done. 

We hope thai in the foregoing we have. 
succeeded in conveying clearly to our 
readers the result of our researches in the 
matter of sewers. In getting it together 
we were necessarily forced to make many 
inquiries. When possible we have reirain- 
ed from troubling those oi the Engineer's 
departmeut, having charge of this branch 
of the public service. When, however, we 
have gone to them, we have always ob- 
tained every useful information demanded, 
and we are the more obliged in this re- 
spect, that we feel the same delicacy in 
asking an engineer for the details of the 


work we have asked him to execute, as we 


would in asking the physician the theory of 
his treatment,
